Mr. Morgan was shot and badly 
wounded by Frank Holt, a maniac.

Erich Munster, who had been an in­ 
structor at Cornell university and 
also served in a similar capacity 
at Harvard. After his arrest, Holt 
confessed that he set off a bomb 
in the senate reception 
room 
in 
Washington on July 2, 1915. 
He declared his motive was to 
try to induce Mr. Morgan to us*e his 
influence against the manufacture 
of munitions in the United States. 
He said he get off the bomb in 
Washington to “call attention to 
the murders being done in Europe 
by the war.” The man committed 
suicide a few days later. 
In 1891 Henry F. Norcross enter­ 
ed Mr. Sage’s office and demanded 
$200,000, then hurled a bomb at 
the financier.. The explosion killed 
the murderer and several clerks. 
Mr. Sage wag protected from in­ 
jury by Walter Laidlaw, a clerk, 
who placed his body in front of his 
employer.

short course in agriculture will be 
offered at the East Central State 
normal schcool. Prof. P. G. Holden 
of Chicago with an able corps of 
assistants will be in charge and 
Miss Margaret M. Streeter of Cam­ 
den, N. J , former supervisor of 
music in the Los Angeles 
public 
schools, will give a course in music 
appreciation. 
Several years ago State Superin­ 
tendent It. H. Wilson asked Profes­ 
sor Holden to outline a course in 
agriculture that will vitalize the 
teaching of that neglected subject 
in the rural schools. Superintendent 
Wilson then arranged for Professor 
Holden to come to Oklahoma in 
September, 1919, and instruct a 
limited number of teachers selected 
from 2S counties in the state. Pro­ 
fessor Holden returned to Oklahoma 
at the request of 
Superintendent 
Wilson and conducted four short 
courses during June, 1920. 
Only a few of the teachers in the 
Ada normal school district have 
had advantage of this course; there­ 
fore, 
I 
requested 
Superintendent 
Wilson to arrange for Miss Streeter 
aud Professor Holden and assistants 
to conduct a short course in con­ 
nection with the Ada normal school 
during the fall term. Having had 
an opportunity to observe the work 
done in the short courses offered 
at Durant in September, 1919, and 
June, 1920, I was anxious to have 
the teachers in this normal school 
district secure the benefits of it. 
Heretofore the county superin­ 
tendents have been requested to se­ 
lect a limited number of 
their 
teachers for the work. The short 
course at Ada will be different 
from those given heretofore in that 
there will be no limit placed on 
the number of teachers that may 
enroll from any county. All teachers 
who are enrolled in the normal 
school for the first term of work, 
intending to leave and begin their 
school work at tad c!os*» of the 
first term, will be required to take 
this short course and in addition 
the county superintendents are re­ 
quested to bring with them 
as 
many of their teachers as possible 
and take the course. By this plan 
the Ada district can be placed at 
the front during the first year the 
comae is made available for the 
teachers in the district. In Craig 
county all of the teachers will teach 
according to the vitalized method 
during the present school year. 
Professor Holden and his assist- 
auto sud Miss Streeter are in de2 
maud in every county and state in 
the union. We feel fortunate that 
we were able to have them with us 
at this time. The state department 
of education will be represented by 
Superintendent R. H. Wilson and 
Supervisors E. A. Duke and Tom 
Smith. 
Superintendent A. Floyd of the 
Pontotoc county schools is actively 
assisting in making the local prepa­ 
rations and encouraging his teach­ 
ers to enroll for the short course 
and put his county over the top. 
fretters received from other super­ 
intendents in the normal school dis­ 
trict indicate that the attendance 
will be large. 
This short course will be differ­ 
ent from the conventional teachers’ 
meeting. 
Teachers 
should * bring 
along some work clothes as they 
will begin work early and work 
latu, doing work that they will en­ 
joy thoroughly and that their pupils 
will enjoy later in 
the schools. 
Those who take this work will be 
enabled to vitalize their teaching 
in rural schools and villages and 
thus to pot new life and interest 
into their schools. It is a great op­ 
portunity to improve the efficiency 
of the public schools.

THE SPHINX HAS SPOKEN 


Marlow Review: One of the moat 
pleasant days of an editor’s life is 
when some person comes in and 
subscribes—who in months or days 
gone by stopped his paper because 
he didn't like something the editor 
had said. 


The inflated critic who has disputed the ability of Senator 
Harding and challenged the moral courage of the Buckeye 
statesman from the hour the man from Marion received *the 
presidential nomination down to this good hour in the year 
of our Lord, has been completely silenced and everlastingly 
routed by a single sentence from the lips of the front porch 
Napoleon of Ohio politics. 
Flung in to flame by a backstairs conference whose action 
was astounding because entirely unexpected, the man from
